Under this same head the speaker 
urged both farmers and townsmen 
to realize that they must break 
down these factional fences and get 
together on a common ground with 
a common ideal and a common goal. 
Co-operation and mutual helpfulness 
meant for the building of com- 
munity. 

Captain Dancey gathered incidents 
from all parts of the continent for 
the purpose of driving home many 
salient truths, Amongst these truths 
was the fact’that a community has 
to go after things nowadays with a 
sincerity of purpose; that the kick- 
ers never give and the givers never 
kick; that a business man must get 
off the receiving end and realize 
that business is something more than 
dollars and cents; that it is not a 
question as to what a man can get 
out of a Board of Trade, rather is it 


'a question as to what he can put 


into a Board of Trade; he would get 
out of the Board of Trade just ex- 
astly what he put into it, nothing 
more and nothing less and the same 


3,000,000 bushels while in 1927 we 
raised 180,000,000 bushels, the latter 
valued at $186,000,000. The efforts 
to regulate the markets so as to 
bring the largest possible returns to 
the producers were outlined, with 
the final launching in 1923 of the 
Alberta Wheat Pool, followed in 
1924 by Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba, and the final setting up 
by all three of a central selling 
agency. He said that the Wheat 
Pools of Western Canada now con- 
stitute the largest business eoncern 
in the Dominion, second only to the 
Dominion Government itself. In 1925 
the C. P. R. handled $185,000,000 in 
revenue and the C. N. R, $246,000,- 
000 but ‘the Wheat Pools handled 
$254,000,000. 

Mr. Rands has been making a 
special study of the wheat grading, 
and went fully into the methods used 
in our Canadian system and the 
voluntary protection which the Pool 
fives to its members by checking 
up on the findings of the govern- 
ment graders. While there is al- 
ways dissatisfaction, said the speak- 
er, in the minds of some farmers and

HOW 


DO THEY DO IT? 


Wherever you yo, city or country, 
you see well-dressed girls. All have 
silk hose, many have fur coats, their 
hair is neatly trimmed and curled, 
their hats and shoes attractive. 

How do they do it? Part of the 
secret is revealed by Miss Lillian 
Locke of Boston Teachers’ College. 
She has made a survey of wages and 
prices and announces that girls are 
dressing well on a salary of $22 a 
week, spending $210 a year on cloth- 
ing and grooming.

CARE OF THE BROOD SOW 

The brood sows which realize the 
ssreatest profits are those which are 
capable of raising two large litters 
of strong healthy pigs each year. 
This means that the sows are doing 
double work and naturally require 
some special care. They have very 
little time to build up after the pigs! 
are, weaned before the breeding 
season arrives again, and most stock- 
men realize the importance of hav- 
ing the sows thrifty at the time of 
breeding. At the Scott Experimental 
Station the sows are fed heavily as 
soon as dry so that they will be 
gaining in flesh at the time of breed- 
ing. 

During the winter the brood sows 
should reccive small quantities of 
legume hay if available, or failing 
this, a liberal quantity of bran 
should be included in the grain ra- 
tion. The first feed after farrowing 
should consist of a warm slop. This 
may be made up of middling’s ground 
wheat screenings, or equal parts of 
shorts, bran and oat chop. The ra- 
tion should then be gradually chang- 
ed until at the end of ten days the 
sow is getting a full ration of two 
parts oat chop, one part bran and 
one part wheat screenings or shorts. 

At Scott during the summer the 
brood sows which are in good con- 
dition are often carried for some 
time on rape pasture without grain. 
This gives the digestive system a 
change from the duty of digesting 
a heavy grain ration during the 
greater part of the year. 

The most common mineral mix- 
ture used at Scott for both breeding 
and growing season is sulphur 1-lb, 
dehydrated lime 5-lb, salt 20-lb and 
pulverized soft coal 74-lb. As a pre- 
ventive against hairlessness in pigs 
the brood sows are given a solution 
of potassium iodide during the 
gestation period. The solution is

The project consisted in feeding 
three lots of calves on different 
feeds until they were 24 weeks old: 
one lot received whole milk; the 
;second, skim-milk and a home-mixed 
meal consisting of six parts corn, 
| three parts oats, one and a half part

gether; the third lot received, Royal 
/Purple calf meal, a well known 
‘commercial article, Besides these 
feeds, the youngsters had all the 
| clover hay, swede turnips, and corn 
silage which they would clean up. 
The feed, both liquid and solid, was 
| weighed to the last pound, and the 
calves were put on the scales at 
‘birth, at four, eight, twelve, sixteen, 
twenty, and twenty-four weeks

THE BEE’S PART IN THE PRO- 
DUCTION OF CROPS OTHER 
THAN HONEY 
How many of us, when eating a 
rosy-cheeked apple or juicy plum, | 
ever think of the forces that com- | 
bined to produce such luscious fruit. | 
We see the growing ‘plants, admire 
their loveliness when in bloom, and 
rejoice when they are laden with 
fruit, but the factors which aided in 
bringing about the final achieve- 
ment escape us, One important fac- 
tor in the production of fruit or 
seed is that of cross-fertilization. 
Experiments have shown that most 
of the fruit, some vegetable, and 
seed producing plants are partially 
or wholly self-sterile and, therefore, 
unable to produce fruit of them- 
selves, It is also an accepted fact 
that those fruit or seed producing | 
plants, which are self-fertile, will 
yield much more heavily because of | 
cross-fertilization. To bring about 
cross-fertilization the pollen or male 
element of one plant or flower must 
be conveyed to the pistil or female 
element of another plant or flower 
and the chief agents in such dis- 
tribution are wind and insects. It has 
been shown that wind plays little or 
no part in the cross-pollination of 
the above mentioned plants but that 
insects are of utmost importance. Of 
the many flower-loving insects the 
industrious and methodical honey- 
bee is the most efficient pollen car- 
rier; and in regions or seasons 
where wild bees ure scarce or when

ORNAMENTAL MAPLES 

No less than ten varieties of the 
maple tree have been tested on the 
ornamental grounds of the Exper- 
imental Farm at Ottawa. These in- 
clude the Amur maple, the Manitoba 
jmaple, or Box Elder, the Black 
|maple, the Striped maple, the Nor- 
way, the Schwedler, Red Silver, 
Sugar, and Tartarian. This group 
alone provides a wide range of adap- 
tability for ornamental or shade 
jtree use. In the recently issued 
‘Bulletin No. 899 of the Department 
of Agriculture at Ottawa, entitled 
“Ornamental Trees, Shrubs and 
| Woody Climbers”, these maples are 
carefully described as are scores of 
other trees and shrubs that have 
| varying qualifacations for planting 
fat Canadian homes. The Amur 
{maple is described as resembling a 
,shrub more than a tree as it reaches 
only about 25 feet in height. One 
of the charms of this variety is that 
ithe leaves, which are relatively small 
jalways turn red in the autumn. 
|The Box Elder or Manitoba maple 
although it is quite a favorite tree 
for the North-western provinces, 
is not as suitable for Eastern Can- 
ada as most of the other varieties. 
The Black maple has the peculiarity 
of having downy dull green leaves 
that turn a pleasing yellow shade ia 
the autumn. The Striped maple is 
interesting because of the white 
Stripes that appear on its green 
bark. It is said to be particularly 
adaptable when associated with oth- 
jer trecs rather than as an individual 
specimen in the open. The Norway 
maple is credited with the disadvan- 
.tage of being lowheeded with bad 
/crotches, making it less desirable 
‘than the Sugar maple, for instance 
as an ornamental tree. TheSchwed- 
ler, which in 385 years has reached 
{a height of 44 feet and a spread of 
‘of 40 feet, presents a particularly 
striking appearance in the early 
part of the season when the leaves 
take on a delightful purplish shade. 
The Red maple not unlike the Sugar 
in many respects, is particularly 
well suited for low ground where 
‘the sugar maple may not succeed. 
‘The Silver maple is a fast grower. 
In 37 years from the time it was 
set out, specimens at Ottawa have 
reached 66 feet in height with a 
spread of 56 feet It is one of the 
hardiest of Canadian maples and is

of Canada. The Sugar maple is 
regarded as the best all-round orn- 


amental é@ree hardy at Ottawa. 
Tartarian maple has deeply

WHEAT. POOL NEWS 


The lease by the Dominion gov- 
ernment of the Prince Rupert term- 
inal elevator to the Alberta Wheat 
Pool has been renewed for a further 
period of five years. The terms of 
the lease have not been announced 

The Prince Rupert terminal was 
leased by the Pool in the summer 
of 1926 for a period of two years 
at a nominal rental of $100 a year. 
The first year it was operated the 
Poo] passed over five million bushels 
of wheat through this elevator. So 
far this year the handlings have 
been satisfactory and the terminal 
has proven useful to the Pool in 
that it prevented a blockade such 
as other grain firms encountered at 
Vancouver. 

The Prince Rupert terminal has 
a capacity of 1,250, 000 bushels di- 
vided into 130 tanks. It has a re- 
ceiving capacity of 18 cars an hour 
and can load 50,000 bushels an hour. 
Its 12 grain cleaners can handle 15, 
000 bushels an hour and its drier 
7,000 bushels an hour. In front of 
the elevator is a 1000 foot wharf 
with a 35 foot depth of water at 
low tide
